ADMINISTRATIVE  ASSISTANT'S  REPORT 

In  this,  my  first  report  as  Administrative  Assistant  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  I  would  like  to  summarize  what  I  believe  are  some  of 
the  important  accomplishments  of  the  year  for  the  Selectmen  and 
the  others  who  were  under  your  employ  in  1979. 

The  Town  was  awarded  a  $  1 0,000  Historic  Preservation  Matching 
Grant  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  Town  Library  and  Historical 
Museum.  Hopefully,  this  will  enable  the  Town  to  once  again  oc- 
cupy the  building  and  take  advantage  of  it's  facilities.  Special 
thanks  to  our  Building  Inspector,  Sandy  Milne  for  adding  his 
wealth  of  technical  expertise  to  the  grant  application. 

With  the  assistance  of  our  Town  Treasurer,  Zepheryn  Clarke, 
the  Selectmen  instituted  a  cash  management  program,  designed  to 
gain  interest  on  large  balances  of  Town  funds  that  had  previously 
laid  idle  in  our  account.  This  is  an  example  of  our  continuing  at- 
tempt to  find  means  by  which  to  increase  income  without  placing 
an  additional  tax  burden  on  our  town  residents.  I  would  like  to  ex- 
tend my  special  thanks  to  Zeph  for  her  cooperation  in  implementing 
the  program. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  instituted  a  purchasing  policy  for  the 
Town,  this  year.  By  centralizing  all  purchasing  out  of  the  Select- 
men's Office,  we  are  stretching  the  purchasing  power  of  your  tax 
dollar  to  the  limit.  How  efficiently  your  tax  dollar  is  spent  becomes 
all  the  more  important  with  today's  high  rate  of  inflation. 

Other  triumphs  have  included  better  documentation  of  Select- 
men's decisions,  resulting  in  increased  uninformity  and  future  con- 
tinuity in  the  decision-making  process.  Also,  staff  assistance  was 
provided  to  all  our  boards  and  commissions  as  was  information  to 
numerous  telephone  callers  and  citizens  who  have  stopped  by  the 
Selectmen's  Office. 

Special  thanks  are  extended  to  all  those  employed  by  the  Town  in 
1979. 

Lastly,  I  wish  to  thank  all  of  you  for  your  past  support,  ask  for 
your  continued  support  and  urge  you  to  actively  participate  in  your 
government  in  1980.

Polls  will  open  for  voting  by  ballot  for  the  election  of  town  officers 
and  voting  on  referendum  questions  at  10:00  A.M.  and  will  close  at 
6:00  P.M.  unless  the  town  votes  to  keep  the  polls  open  to  a  later 
hour. 

ARTICLE  1 .  To  vote  by  nonpartisan  ballot  for  the  following  town 
officers: 

One  selectman  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three  year. 

A  moderator  to  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years. 

A  town  treasurer  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

A  road  agent  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

The  overseer  of  public  welfare  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

A  cemetery  agent  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

One  trustee  of  town  trust  funds  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

Two  auditors  each  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

Two  members  of  the  planning  board  each  for  a  term  of  three 

years. 
Three  members  of  the  town  budget  committee  for  a  term  of  three 

years. 
One  member  of  the  town  budget  committee  for  a  term  of  two 

years. 
One  member  of  the  town  budget  committee  for  a  term  of  one 

year. 
One  supervisor  of  the  checklist  for  a  term  of  six  years. 
One  library  trustee  for  a  term  of  three  years. 
One  chief  of  police  for  a  term  of  one  year. 
And  any  such  other  town  officers  as  may  be  required  by  law. 


ARTICLE  2.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  Zoning  Or- 
dinance as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board? 

ARTICLE  3.  Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  654:34-a  per- 
mitting applications  for  changes  in  party  affiliation  to  be  made 
with  the  town  clerk? 

The  following  articles  will  be  presented,  discussed,  and  acted  upon 
beginning  at  7:00  P.M. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  tax  revenues  as  provided 
under  the  Municipal  Finance  Act,  RSA  Chapter  33.

(By  petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
designate  the  following  network  of  roads,  including  Gould  Road 
from  Goose  Pond  Road  to  the  intersection  of  Upper  Gates  Road; 
Hinkson  Road  from  the  Turnpike  Road  to  the  intersection  of  Up- 
per Gates  Road;  Upper  Gates  Road  from  the  intersection  of  Gould 


Road  and  Hinkson  to  it's  present  dead  end;  and  the  Beach  Cobble 
Road  from  the  Upper  Gates  Road  to  its  intersection  with  the  Turn- 
pike Road;  as  scenic  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  253:17  and 
253:18  for  the  purposes  of  protecting  and  enhancing  the  scenic 
beauty  of  Canaan  and,  further,  that  the  Selectmen  of  said  Town  of 
Canaan  shall,  regarding  such  roads  designated  as  scenic,  file  the  ap- 
propriate request  for  suspension  of  specifications  when  making  ap- 
plication to  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  Highways  for 
Town  Road  Aid  funds  under  RSA  241:7. 

ARTICLE  11.  (By  petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400  to  help  support  Headrest,  Inc., 
the  24-hour,  year-round  crisis-intervention,  information  and  refer- 
ral, and  emergency  housing  center,  in  return  for  services  to  be 
rendered  in  1980. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men, until  directed  to  the  contrary  at  a  subsequent  town  meeting, 
to  appoint  the  road  agent,  commencing  with  the  1981  Annual 
Town  Meeting.

ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT 

The  summer  maintenance  projects  for  1979  were: 

On  the  River  Road,  installing  a  large  culvert  to  replace  a  wooden 
bridge,  cutting  brush,  raising  a  section  that  floods  in  the  spring, 
and  widening  a  short  section  to  aid  snow  plowing. 

On  John  Roberts  Road,  resurfacing  the  upper  section. 

On  the  Potato  Road,  paving  the  South  end,  and  raising  and 
resurfacing  the  section  between  the  railroad  and  bridge. 

On  Prospect  Hill  Road,  installing  a  large  culvert  to  replace  a 
wooden  bridge. 

On  School  Street,  widening  the  East  end.  The  sidewalks  were 
also  repaired. 

Various  culverts  were  lowered  or  replaced,  the  West  Canaan 
bridge  was  replanked  and  the  railings  repaired,  the  brush  and  dead 
tree  cleanup  done. 

We  mixed  our  own  cold  patch  for  pothole  repair.  This  is  a  more 
economical  method,  and  saves  trucking  time  and  cost. 

We  ordered  and  received  sand  spreaders  for  the  new  town  trucks. 

We  moved  into  the  town  garage  facilities  in  the  spring,  and  the 
space  is  very  helpful  in  doing  maintenance  and  repair  work.  I  hope 
the  selectmen  and  voters  will  approve  the  purchase  of  the  land 
across  Parker  Street  for  storage. 

This  winter  should  make  the  history  books  for  no  snow.  It  is 
mid-January  and  we  have  plowed  only  once.

REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND 
STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 

Prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires  is  handled  through  a 
cooperative  effort  between  town/city  fire  organizations  and  the 
State  Forest  Fire  Service. 

Since  1903,  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  our 
Legislature,  the  State  Forester  has  appointed  someone  in  each 
municipality  as  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  charged  him  with  the 
responsibility  of  forest  fire  prevention  and  control  within  his 
town/city.  This  person  may  ask  the  State  Forester  to  appoint  as 
many  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  as  may  be  necessary  to  efficient- 
ly carry  out  his  charge. 

The  State  Forester  has  divided  the  State  into  ten  forest  fire 
districts  with  a  full  time  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  in  each  district. 
The  State  organization  is  charged  with  assisting  the  municiple 
forest  fire  organization  in  any  way  possible. 

State  personnel  conduct  fire  training  schools,  assist  with  forest 
fire  suppression,  fire  cause  investigation,  prosecution  of  fire  law 
violators  and  forest  fire  prevention  programs.  Forest  fire  suppres- 
sion equipment  is  purchased  through  State  bulk  purchasing  ability 
and  sold  to  local  foest  fire  organizations  at  one-half  cost.  Excess 
military  property  is  obtained  and  turned  over  to  town/city  fire 
departments  at  no  cost  to  local  departments  for  conversion  into  fire 
suppression  units.  This  cooperative  arrangement  between  State  and 
municipality  has  resulted  in  one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records  in  the 
United  States  with  less  than  one-half  acre  of  woodland  burned  in 
each  fire  reported.

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POLICE  REPORT 

The  year  1979  has  seen  many  changes  in  the  department,  Chief 
Smith  has  retired  and  a  new  chief  was  appointed  in  June  to  serve 
the  balance  of  his  term.  Also,  the  second  officer  resigned,  which 
left  the  department  with  only  one  full  time  officer,  until  a  replace- 
ment was  hired  in  September.  During  this  period,  we  had  to  rely 
heavily  on  our  part  time  officers. 

We  have  initiated  a  revised  and  expanded  record  and  reporting 
system  which  has  proved  to  be  an  invaluable  asset  to  the  depart- 
ment. 

Serious  crime  is  on  the  increase  in  the  area  as  well  as  nation  wide. 
Burglary  and  theft  seem  to  be  our  most  important  problems  at  the 
present.  We  would  like  to  request  the  cooperation  of  all  citizens  of 
the  community  in  reporting  any  suspicious  activities  they  might 
observe.  Also,  arson  and  fires  of  suspicious  nature  are  continuing 
to  be  a  problem. 

We  have  logged  a  total  in  excess  of  50,000  miles  this  year  and 
again  we  are  free  of  any  fatal  accidents.  Also,  this  high  visibility 
has  helped  control  the  burglary  and  other  crime  rate. 

Court  action  has  gone  very  well  with  only  one  or  two  findings  of 
not  guilty  since  June. 

With  the  increasing  prosecution  of  serious  crime,  our  coopera- 
tion with  and  from  the  Enfield  and  Grafton  police  departments  is 
becoming  more  and  more  important. 

We  have  experienced  a  good  spirit  of  acceptance  and  cooperation 
with  the  young  people  of  the  town,  and  other  than  a  few  minor  pro- 
blems, I  feel,  we  have  a  responsible  group  of  teenagers  in  our  town. 

Drugs  and  their  related  problems  are  of  great  concern  to  me,  and 
I  look  forward  to  a  greatly  increased  effort  in  the  control  of  this 
situation.

1979  was  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Recreation  Committee.  During 
the  winter  months  a  beautiful  ice  skating  rink  at  WiUiams  Field  was 
enjoyed  by  many  townspeople,  young  and  old  alike.

4,  elec- 
tric lights  and  a  supply  closet  were  added  to  the  beach  house  at 
Canaan  Street  Beach,  and  construction  of  our  new  recreation 
building  at  Williams  Field  got  under  way. 

I  would  like  to  express  the  committees  heartfelt  thanks  to 
everyone  that  donated  their  time  and/or  materials  to  any  of  the 
above  mentioned  projects.  It  would  have  been  an  impossible  task 
without  your  support. 

The  Memorial  Day  parade  and  the  4th  of  July  parade  and 
celebration  were  a  huge  success  thanks  to  committee  members  and 
volunteers. 

Swimming  lessons  were  given  again  this  year  and  approximately 
50-60  children  participated.  In  the  interest  of  saving  tax  dollars  Hfe- 
guard  protection  was  available  weekdays  only,  however  this  does 
not  seem  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  town,  therefore  lifeguard 
coverage  will  return  to  seven  days  a  week  this  summer. 

We  were  very  fortunate  to  recieve  $5,000  from  the  Williams 
Foundation  for  the  improvement  of  Williams  Field.  This  grant  will 
be  used  to  bring  water  and  electricity  to  the  recreation  building,  add 
more  fencing  along  Rt.

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REPORT  OF  OLD  MEETING  HOUSE  COMMITTEE  -  1979 

In  1979  administrative  changes  and  other  delays  in  the  State  and 
Federal  historic  preservation  offices  held  up  our  receipt  of  matching 
funds  due  from  the  1977  grant  by  the  U.S.  Heritage  Conservation 
and  Recreation  Service.  This  money  was  finally  received  in 
December.  Other  funds  from  gifts,  etc.  came  in  mostly  during  the 
later  part  of  the  year.  In  this  situation  activity  was  confined  to 
fund-raising,  since  the  cash  actually  on  hand  was  not  enough  to 
support  commitments  for  any  significant  restoration  work  on  the 
Old  Meeting  House. 

The  financial  balance  of  the  Restoration  Fund  for  1979  is  as 
follows:

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To  the  Citizens  of  Grafton  County: 

In  an  effort  to  communicate  more  directly  with  the  taxpaying 
citizens  of  Grafton  County,  we,  the  Grafton  County  Commis- 
sioners, are  writing  to  you  through  your  individual  town  or 
municipal  reports. 

Last  year  (1978-79)  the  total  county  tax  raised  was  $1,977,142. 
These  monies  were  appropriated  by  the  County  Delegation  and  ad- 
ministered by  the  Commissioners.  Some  of  the  ways  this  money 
was  spent  was  in  maintenance  of  our  courthouse,  nursing  home, 
county  farm,  sheriff's  department,  jail  and  house  of  correction, 
social  welfare,  etc. 

The  average  number  of  patients  in  our  nursing  home  is  140.  The 
average  daily  census  of  the  Jail/House  of  Correction  is  25.  We  had 
a  total  of  349  inmates  in  the  Jail  and  1 14  inmates  in  the  House  of 
Correction  during  our  fiscal  year. 

In  addition  to  providing  food  for  the  nursing  home  complex  and 
agricultural  services  for  the  community,  the  farm  also  continually 
shows  a  profit.  In  our  fiscal  year  1979  the  farm  profit  was  $60,654, 
due  in  part  to  sales  of  pigs  at  $5,500,  cows  at  $27,000,  wood  at 
$1,800,  hay  at  $2,100,  milk  at  $135,444  and  produce  at  $48,129. 

We  have  completed  Phase  II-Design  of  the  sewage  project  and 
anticipate  beginning  construction  under  Phase  III  in  the  spring. 
The  total  overall  cost  of  the  project  is  approximately  $540,000,  of 
which  $400,000  is  federal  grant,  $110,000  State  share  and  $30,000 
County  share. 

We  are  making  an  effort  to  conserve  energy,  particularly  in  the 
courthouse  building,  and  are  taking  a  hard  look  at  any  modifica- 
tions in  this  so  called  "modern"  facility  that  will  make  it  a  less  ex- 
pensive consumer  of  fuel. 

A  trial  dispatching  service  was  instituted  for  16  area  fire  depart- 
ments and  probably  will  be  made  a  permanent  function  during  the 
latter  part  of  1979.  A  yearly  fee  is  charged  for  this  service. 

Grafton  County  employs  230  people  of  whom  we  are  very  proud. 
It  is  because  of  these  people  that  Grafton  County  continues  to 
operate  efficiently  and  within  budget. 

There  are  many  other  concerns  that  we,  the  Commissioners,  deal 
with.  We  invite  the  citizens  of  Grafton  County  to  take  part  in  any 
of  our  regular  meetings  held  each  Monday  morning  at  the  court- 
house in  North  Haverhill.

The  CANAAN  F.A.S.T.  INC.  now  has  eight  persons  trained  in 
the  use  of  the  Esophageal  Obturator  Airway.  There  are  four  per- 
sons trained  in  intravenous  Therapy  and  the  use  of  Military  Anti- 
Shock  Trousers.  This  represents  an  addition  of  232  hours  of  train- 
ing per  individual  at  Mary  Hitchcock  Hospital.  We  hope  to  be  able 
to  have  additional  training  in  Cardiac  Monitoring  and  Treatment  in 
the  near  future. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  there  are  no  more  Government  Grants  to 
cover  training  or  equipment  cost  all  of  these  cost  must  be  borne  by 
the  Squad  and  its  members.  Each  member  must  receive  a  minimum 
of  50  hours  training  per  year  to  remain  certified. 

While  we  are  still  in  the  process  of  building  both  personel  and 
equipment  we  remain  open  to  anyone  that  can  offer  help  of  sugges- 
tions as  to  fund  raining  or  Squad  Administration. 

We  are  dedicated  to  ever  improving  the  Ambulance  Service  to  the 
towns  of  Canaan,  Orange  and  Dorchester.

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MASCOM A  AREA  HEALTH  COUNCIL  -  1979 

The  Health  Council  is  the  visiting  nurse  service  of  the  Mascoma 
area,  your  non-emergency  community  health  organization  ready  to 
answer  questions  and  provide  services. 

Under  doctor's  orders  our  nurses  give  skilled  are  in  the  home  that 
can  shorten  or  avoid  hospitalization  and  long  trips.  The  nurses  are 
also  available  for  consultation,  to  give  health  information  and 
education.  Our  physical  therapist  assists  numerous  Mascoma 
residents  and  we  have  trained  home  health  aides  available.  The 
staff  cooperates  with  many  other  organizations  in  the  area,  pro- 
viding testing,  examinations,  immunizations,  counseling  and  other 
health  services  to  those  of  all  ages. 

The  child  health  program,  with  visits  to  newborns,  well  child  and 
dental  clinics,  and  follow  ups  by  the  nurse  practitioner  serves  well 
over  half  the  pre-first  graders  in  the  five  towns.  The  program  often 
identifies  problems  that  can  be  corrected  before  they  cause  dif- 
ficulties in  the  school  years.  Some  of  the  Council's  services  are  free 
and  none  is  denied  because  of  inability  to  pay. 

Financing  for  the  Council's  services  comes  from  sources  such  as 
Medicare,  Blue-Cross,  State  of  New  Hampshire  grants,  patient 
fees,  contrebutions,  and  town  funds.  Since  Mascoma  citizens 
organized  the  Council  in  1969  it  has  proven  a  more  cost  effective 
nursing  service  than  others  in  the  region.  The  requested  support 
from  the  towns  for  1980-81  represents  less  than  19%  of  the  budget, 
down  from  about  SS'Vo  a  few  years  ago  and  the  same  amount  as  for 
1979-80. 

Each  of  you  is  a  member  of  the  Council  and  you  are  invited  to  at- 
tend the  monthly  meetings  of  the  21 -member  board  of  directors 
that  represents  your  interests. 

The  council  staff  is  ready  to  help  you,  whether  you  have  ques- 
tions about  health  or  other  services,  are  baffled  by  Medicare,  or 
need  medical  equipment  from  our  loan  closet.  Please  call  them  at 
632-7234.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CANAAN 
HISTORICAL  MUSEUM 

The  Museum  was  founded  in  Canaan's  Bicentennial  year  of 
1961.  It  is  located  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Town  Library  in  the 
Canaan  Historical  District  and  is  open  Saturdays  from  1:30  P.M. 
to  4:00  P.M.  July  and  August  and  by  special  appointment  for 
schools  and  groups.  Admission  is  free  and  help  is  voluntary.  Funds 
are  acquired  through  membership,  donation,  food  and  sales  of 
handcraft,  cards,  maps,  Bicentennial  Histories  and  occasional 
geneological  research.  The  Museum  is  registered  with  The  National 
Trust  for  Historic  Preservation  in  Washington  D.C. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  fine  old  building  is  presently  closed  due 
to  the  need  of  foundation  repairs.  It  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  open  in

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PLANNING  BOARD 

Since  last  March,  the  board  has  acted  on  many  minor  and  a  few 
major  subdivisions.  Due  to  the  increasing  demand  this  winter,  we 
have  maintained  two  meetings  a  month  all  year. 

The  major  project  during  the  year  was  to  follow  the  voters  direc- 
tion from  last  town  meeting  to  prepare  a  master  plan  and  zoning 
ordinance  for  the  town  of  Canaan.  In  order  to  get  the  most  voter 
input  possible,  a  written  questionaire  was  delivered  to  every  family 
in  town,  followed  by  a  series  of  informal  meetings  in  which  dif- 
ferent sections  of  town  where  asked  to  identify  their  particular  pro- 
blems and  concerns.  An  explanation  was  given  of  the  difference 
between  a  master  plan  and  a  zoning  ordinance. 

Work  then  began  with  the  assistance  of  the  Upper  Valley-Lake 
Sunapee  Council  on  putting  together  the  goals  and  objectives  of  the 
voters.  The  written  result  of  this  is  the  Master  Plan. 

Next,  maps  were  prepared  to  aid  in  decision  making  and  work 
began  on  putting  these  goals  and  objectives  into  a  written  form.  A 
second  set  of  informal  meetings  were  held  and  then  the  final  formal 
meeting  to  present  the  ordinance  to  the  townspeople.  Suggestions 
and  changes  resulting  from  this  meeting  were  voted  on  and  the  final 
result  is  presented  to  you  now.

The  meeting  opened  at  10:00  A.M.  at  the  Canaan  Elementary 
School.  The  Town  Warrant  was  read  and  the  School  Warrant  was 
read  by  the  moderator  Walter  W.  King.  A  motion  was  made  by  E. 
John  Zani  and  seconded  by  Glenn  Tucker  that  the  Polls  be  opened 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  Town  and  School  officers  and  the 
business  meeting  adjoune  until  7:00  P.M.  Articles  2  through  27 
would  be  acted  upon  at  7:00  P.M.  The  motion  so  moved. 

Ballot  clerks  were  John  Q.  Adams  and  George  B.  Aldrich, 
Walter  Williams  acted  as  gate  keeper.  The  acting  Deputy  Town 
Clerk  for  the  day  was  Deborah  G.  Jordan.  The  check  list  super- 
visors Martha  Pusey  and  Leona  Fiske. 

The  business  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  Seven  (7:00)  P.M. 
The  Moderator  asked  for  as  show  of  hands  on  non  voters  and  in- 
structed the  visitors  they  could  not  vote  on  any  of  the  Articles. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  tax  revenues 
as  provided  under  the  municipal  Finance  Act,  RSA 
Chapter  33. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  adopt  the  article. 
Voted  in  the  affirmative  by  voice  vote. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  sell  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town  by  Tax 
Collector's  Deed  to  the  highest  bidder. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  adopt  the  article. 
Voted  in  the  affirmative  by  voice  vote. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  prepay- 
ment of  taxes  and  to  authorize  the  tax  collector  to  ac- 
cept payment  in  prepayment  of  taxes  as  provided  in 
RSA  80:52a. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  adopt  the  article 
and  it  was  so  voted  in  the  affirmative  by  voice  vote. 
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Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  accept  gifts  and/or  federal  or  state  aid  in  the 
name  of  the  Town  of  Canaan. 

The  motion  was  made  to  adopt  the  article  and  so 
seconded.  Voted  in  the  affirmative  by  voice  vote. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  that  por- 
tion of  the  Follensbee  Hill  Road  beginning  at  a  point 
where  the  relocated  Follensbee  Hill  Road  intersects 
north  of  the  Pollard  residence  and  thence  continuing 
southerly  to  Route  4. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  adopt  article  6  and  so 
moved. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  sale  of 
the  following  real  estate,  namely,  the  old  dump  site 
on  the  Orange  Road  as  conveyed  to  the  Town  by 
Frank  Martin  by  deed  dated  June  17,  1944  and 
recorded  in  the  Grafton  Registry  of  Deeds,  Book 
720,  Page  160,  at  a  value  not  less  than  that  set  by  pro- 
fessional appraisal  and  upon  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  the  selectmen  deem  to  be  in  the  best  interest 
of  the  Town,  and,  further  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
execute  and  deliver  on  behalf  of  the  Town  such 
agreements,  deeds,  and  any  other  documents  that 
may  be  required  and  to  take  any  other  action 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  Vote.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  sale  of 
the  following  real  estate,  namely:  the  old  precinct 
building  known  as  the  Y.A.P.  House  located  on 
Parker  Street  at  a  value  not  less  than  that  set  by  pro- 
fessional appraisal  and  upon  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  the  Selectmen  deem  to  be  in  long  range  best 
interest  of  the  town,  and,  further  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  execute  and  deliver  on  behalf  of  the 
Town  such  agreements,  deeds,  and  any  other  doc- 
uments that  may  be  required  and  to  take  any  other 
action  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  vote. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  adopt  the  article. 
Voted  in  the  affirmative  by  voice  vote. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  land  and 
buildings  owned  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
located  on  the  northly  side  of  Parker  Street  for  the 
sum  of  $8,500  and  further  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  execute  and  deliver  on  behalf  of  the  Town  such 
documents  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  to 
carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  vote. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  adopt  this  arti- 
cle. Voted  in  the  affirmative  by  voice  vote. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  sale  of 
the  following  real  estate,  namely:  land  and  building 
purchased  from  the  Crystal  Lake  Water  Company 
and  located  behind  the  Canaan  Hardware  including 
such  additional  land  from  the  Town  owned  Williams 
Field  as  may  be  necessary  for  a  useful  lot  at  a  value 
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not  less  than  that  set  by  professional  appraisal  and 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Selectmen 
deem  to  be  in  the  long  range  interest  of  the  Town, 
and,  further  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  execute  and 
deliver  on  behalf  of  the  town  such  agreements,  deed, 
and  any  other  action  necessary  to  carry  out  the  pur- 
pose of  this  vote.

Voted  in  the  affirmative  with  amendment.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men, until  directed  to  the  contrary  at  a  subsequent 
meeting,  to  appoint  the  road  agent  and  commencing 
with  the  1980  annual  Town  meeting. 

Voted  in  the  negative  by  voice  vote. 
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Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  action 
taken  at  a  previous  Town  meeting  providing  for  the 
election  of  permanent  police  officers  and  commenc- 
ing with  the  1980  annual  Town  meeting  and  there- 
after that  permanent  police  officers  shall  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  Selectmen  as  provided  in  RSA  105:1. 

Article  was  voted  and  supported  by  amendment  that 
the  town  vote  to  continue  to  elect  their  police  chief  on 
a  yearly  basis.  After  a  great  deal  of  discussion  on  the 
article  it  was  voted  as  amended.  The  article  as 
amended  was  voted  in  the  affirmative  by  voice  vote. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  enter  into  a  contract  with  a  paving  contractor 
for  the  paving  of  the  sidewalks  of  Canaan  Village  for 
a  sume  not  to  exceed  $3,000. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  adopt  the  article. 
Voted  in  the  affirmative  by  voice  vote. 

Article  16.  (by  petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $6,000  for  the  purchase  of  a  new 
police  cruiser  and  such  police  cruiser  to  be  ordered  on 
or  before  June  1,  1979. 

Article  16  was  moved  and  supported.  Discussion  was 
lengthy.  Voted  in  the  negative  by  voice  vote. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  provide  year-round 
maintenance  to  that  section  of  the  Public  highway 
known  as  Old  Jerusalem  Road  which  extends  from 
the  Orange  Road,  past  the  present  Edward  Morse 
and  James  Linn  property,  to  the  intersection  of  Old 
Jerusalem  Road  with  the  new  Jerusalem  Road. 

Article  17  was  moved  and  supported.  Voted  in  the 
negative  by  voice  vote. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  the  ap- 
propriation for  summer  and  winter  maintenance  by 
the  amount  of  $4,000.00  in  order  to  reconstruct  and 
maintain  the  Old  Jerusalem  Road. 
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A  motion  to  table  this  article  was  made  and  second- 
ed. So  voted. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  wants  to  prevent  the  depositing  of 
nuclear  waste  in  this  Town. 

A  motion  was  made  that  the  Town  prohibit  the 
depositing  of  nuclear  waste  in  this  Town  of  Canaan. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  so  voted. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  withdrawal 
from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under 
the  provisions  of  the  State  and  local  Assistance  Act 
of  1972  as  amended  for  use  as  set-offs  against  budget 
appropriations  in  the  amount  indicated;  and,  further, 
to  so  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  make  prorata  deduc- 
tions in  the  amounts  if  estimated  entitlements  are 
reduced  or  take  any  other  action  thereon: 

Police  Department $14,602,43 

Fire  Department 6,000.00 

Ambulance   Service 3,000.00 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  adopt  the  article. 
Voted  in  the  affirmative  by  voice  vote. 

Article  21 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  reconstruct  the  upper  end  of 
Goose  Pond  Beach  for  recreation  purpose.  (It  is  in- 
tended to  use  $500  from  the  Contingency  Fund  and 
to  obtain  a  grant  from  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Out- 
door Recreation  for  $500.00) 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  accept  the  article.  Ar- 
ticle 21  was  amended  to  (the  Town  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $5(X).00)  moved  and  accepted. 
Voted  in  the  affirmative  with  the  amendment,  by 
voice  vote. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  police, 
fire  and  highway  equipment  and  the  trustees  of  Trust 
Funds  shall  have  the  fund  as  voted  by  any  town 
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meeting  shall  be  carried  out  by  the  Selectmen  as 
agents  of  the  Town. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  adopt  the  article. 
Voted  in  the  affirmative  by  voice  vote. 

Article  23.  To  raise  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priations of  the  same  based  on  the  budget  submitted 
by  the  Budget  Committee. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  table  until  after  Article 
25.  So  voted. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $333  to  help  support  Headrest,  Inc.  in 
return  for  services  to  be  rendered  in  1979. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  adopt.  Voted  in  the 
affirmative  by  voice  vote. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Canaan  will  vote  to  remove 
from  the  1979  proposed  budget  the  sum  of  $8,500  ap- 
propriated to  draw  up  a  minimum  building  standards 
and  land  usage  classification  and  master  plan  for  the 
Town  of  Canaan. 

A  motion  was  made  and  supported  to  defeat  the  arti- 
cle. Lengthy  discussion  took  place  for  and  against 
land  usage  and  master  plan. 

Voted  by  paper  ballot.  NO  125  YES  94.  (The  $8,500 
remains  in  the  budget) 

Article  23.  To  raise  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  ap- 
propriations of  the  same  based  on  the  budget  submit- 
ted by  the  Budget  Committee. 

Edward  Lary  made  amendment  to  Article  23  effect  a 
$500.00  increase  in  the  Recreational  Commission  to 
provide  funding  for  a  proposed  building  to  be  erected 
on  the  Williams  Field.  (It  is  intended  to  use  $500.00 
from  the  contingency  fund  and  obtain  a  Grant  from 
the  Federal  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation  for  $500) 
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The  amendment  was  seconded,  so  voted. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded,  the  Town  raise

Are  you  aware  that  State  Statutes  and/or  Town  Ordinances  make  it 
illegal  to: 

BUILD,  move  a  mobile  home  onto  a  site,  or  make  structural  im- 
provements without  first  obtaining  a  building  registration  or  flood 
hazard  area  building  permit?  (Canaan  Building  Code) 

ERECT  a  fence,  any  part  which  within  6'  from  the  ground  is  barbed 
wire?  (RSA  249:19) 

REMOVE  sand,  gravel,  soil,  rock,  etc.  without  obtaining  a  permit 
from  the  Town  planning  board?  (RSA  155-E) 

CONSTRUCT,  or  alter  in  any  way  that  substantially  affects  an  ac- 
cess to  property  from  Town  roads  without  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen?  (RSA  249:17  &  18) 

OPERATE,  establish  or  maintain  a  junk  yard  without  obtaining  a 
license  to  operate  a  junk  yard  business  and  a  certificate  of  approval 
for  the  location?  (RSA  267-A:3) 

CUT  growing  wood  and  timber  before  filing  an  intent  to  cut,  set- 
ting forth  name,  residence,  an  estimate  of  the  amount  and  species 
of  wood  to  be  cut,  and  such  other  information  as  may  be  required. 
(RSA  79:10) 

HOLD  an  open-air  public  meeting  upon  any  ground  abutting  a 
public  street  or  way  unless  a  special  license  shall  first  be  obtained 
from  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town.  (RSA  286:2) 

DEPOSIT  waste  at  the  Waste  Transfer  Station  without  displaying  a 
Dump  Sticker.  (Canaan  Waste  Transfer  Station  Ordinance) 

ESTABLISH  or  construct  any  building  or  edifice,  including  mobile 
homes  from  which  sewage  or  other  waste  will  discharge  without 
first  obtaining  septic  system  approval  from  the  New  Hampshire 
Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  for  plans  and 
specifications  of  a  sewage  or  waste  disposal  system.  (Canaan 
Heahh  Ordinance) 
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
